At the Owen Falls, Jinja, the £16 million hydro-electric scheme, opened by Her 
Majesty the Queen in April 1954, harnesses the Nile at its source and will turn Lake 
Victoria into the biggest reservoir on earth. 

The lifeblood of Uganda is cotton which is grown by African peasant farmers. 
A textile mill has been constructed at Jinja. Uganda is the largest producer of cotton 
and coffee in the British Commonwealth. Exports of these two crops in 1955 were 
valued at £33 million. ' wpe ee 

Because of its altitude, Uganda enjoys an equable climate, with little variation 

in temperature ; the weather resembles that of an English summer, rainfall averaging 
about 50 inches a year. 

Uganda is a country of cyclists; there are estimated to be at least 300,000 
machines on the road. ‘There are also another 17,000 motor vehicles.
